NEW YORK — (NEA) — 


Home accidents can be kill- 
ers. And they can be par- 
ticularly chilling experiences 
if they occur while you are 
at home alone. 


This prospect is ever pres- 


ent for the estimated six mil- 
lion women in the United 
States who live independent- 
ly. 


Although accident catego- 


ries ma.y stem from common 
causes, the preveritfve mea&- 
ures differ somewhat for the 
woman who lives alone and 
the homemaker who lives 
with her family. The inde- 
pendent woman is concerned 
primarily with her own safe- 
ty. The homemaker thinks of 
accident prevention 
mainly 


in terms of toddlers and 
school-age children 
In the 


home. 


Whether you are an 18- 


year-old career girl in an 
apartment or an 80-year-old 
widow Jiving in a 
house, 


safety practices suggested 
by the Council on Family 
Health should help you live 
alone more securely. 


It is imperative for the 


woman living alone to prac- 
tice safety with medicines. 
Have the patience to turn on 
the light instead of {{roping 
for 
the 
container 
in 
the 


dark. Have the patience to 
study the label while the 
medicine is still on the shelf. 
Take the lime to read direc- 
tions carefully 
when you 


have the container in hand. 
To make sure you are fully 
awake, road the directions 
uloud. 


One way to avoid con- 


fusion is to color-code your 
medicine cabinet. Paint the 


top part of the cabinet yellow 
and store medicines tor in- 
ternal use on those shelves. 
Paint the center part red and 
store medicines for external 
use there. Paint the bottom 
part blue and use that sec- 
tion for toiletries, 


If you have to take medi- 


cine during the night, keep 
only enough for one dosage 
beside the bed. This reduces 
the chance of over-dosing 
due to drowsiness. 


Falls comprise one of the 


most serious and common 
categories of a home acci- 
dents, wnetherywir hoihrft - 
a one-room apartment or a"" 
big house, one of your most 
valuable pieces of furniture 
is a sturdy step stool. Use It 
to reach high places. Don't 
climb on unsteady chairs, 
drawers or tables. 


If you decorate with small 


scatter rugs, remember to 
cover the backs witn a non- 
skid substance. Even then It 
is not safe lo place throw 
rugs beside the bed or at the 
head or foot of stairs. 


Liquid household 
chemi- 


cals, which have done so 
much 
to ease 
household 


chores, can be injurious if 
used carelessly. Turn your 
face aside when pouring the 
chemicals. If any splatters 
on your skin, wash it off im- 
mediately.

He 
couldn't lead from the king 
oi spades, he was in doubt 
about the efficacy of a minor 
suit lead and there was that 
impregnable trump holding 
staring him in the face. 


He placed the queen of 


trumps on the table. South 
was g r a t e f u l for small 
favors. He won with the ace 
and knocked out the ace of 
diamonds with his jack. A 
second trump was won in 
dummy and South proceeded 
to run three diamonds in 
order to discard two losing 
spades. West could take his 
last trump then or later on, 
but South was going to make 
his contract with an extra 
trick to boot. 


We would like to throw out 


"Never lead away from a 
king" in its entirety and to 
change the other expression 
to, "When c e r t a i n , lead 
trumps." 


Thus today's West hand 


really cried out for a spade 
lead. North and South had 
bid all the other suits. West 
had so m u c h h i g h card 
strength that he could be 
sure his partner would hold 
very little to help him. If 
that little included either the 
ace or queen of spades, it 
was imperative that spades 
be led immediately. 


The lead might conceiv- 


ably cost a trick but this 
time it would set up two 
spade tricks before South 
had a chance to set up dis- 
cards and would have beaten 
the contract.

tists generally base their de- 
cisions on evaluation of posi- 
tion of impacted teeth: Are 
they close to a major nerve 
or sinus or other vital areas; 
amount of overlying bone 
and tissue ; p h y s i c a l and 
mental health of patient; 
and age of patient.

n times of distress, econo- 
mic or just psychic, Ameri- 
cans have a collective ten- 


dency to turn Populist. There 
were outeropplngs of the old ten* 
dency in the last presidential 
election, most notably in George 
Wallace's vehement campaign. 


Now Fred Harris, who in addi- 


tion to being a senator from Okla- 
homa is chairman of the Demo- 
cratic National Committee, has 
outlined the Democratic theme 
for the 1970s: "A common-sense 
Populist coalition." 


We never had thought of com- 


mon sense as the most charac- 
teristic aspect of the Populist 
appeal 
exemplified by 
the 


William Jennings Bryans and 
Tom Watsons of American his- 
tory. But, come to think, the 
appearance of common sense, 
rather than its actual presence, 
is the telltale sign of the Popu- 
list mood and its anti-intellec- 
tual slant. 


When George Wallace lambas- 


ted the pointy-headed professors, 
he gave a frightening number of 
people the impression that he was 
talking common sense when It 
was his ideas that were only 
common. 
And there 
are few 


things so uncommon in political 
life as common sense. 


Another 
indication of Pop- 


ulism's growing popularity is a 
letter in the other day's Commer- 
cial from J. William Flubrlght, 
ordinarily a most unPopulist fig- 
ure. But the style of his letter 
to the editor is distinctly Popu- 
list—from the appeal to class 
prejudice ("Our committee pro- 
duced a bill designed to ease the 
tax burden of those who worked 
for a living") down to the typi- 
cally Populist appeal to xeno- 
phobia: "It is time we did a lot 
more for our own people and a 
lot less for foreign dictators." 
(This fram a senator who only 
a few months back wanted to send- 
an emissary to Ho Chi MlmYs 
funeral.) 


To make his appearance as a 


Populist, Senator Fulbright had 
to sidestep some aspects of the 
tax bill he says was designed to 
help the working class. Like 
his consistent 
votes to retain 


depletion allowances for oil and 
mining 
interests. 
By trans- 


forming the House of Represent- 
atives' 
tax 
reform bill into 


simply a tax reduction bill, sena- 
tors like Mr. Fulbright enacted 
a cut in federal revenues for next 
year estimated at $2,500,000,000 
(More than that in the Senate's 
original bill.) This not only adds 
fuel to the inflationary fire in 
the economy, but deprives the Ad- 
ministration of billions in rev- 
enue that might better have gone 
to meet urgent domestic needs 
in education and health. 


If Senator Fulbright continues 


to think like a Populist, however, 
the absence of money to pay for 
Important programs Isn't going 
to stop him from advocating 
them. So much for the common 
sense of Populism. 


Nor is it common sense for 


Senator Fulbright to blame the 
absence of money on the millions 
being advocated for Formosa 
and South Korea while he is 
prepared to cut federal revenue 
by billion. 


To quote that veteran colum- 


nist Roscoe Drummond: "When 
the Senate voted to attach layer 
upon layer of tax reductions to 
the tax reform bill- many of 
them later removed in confer- 
ence -the Democratic liberals 
led the parade. Every Senate 
Democratic liberab, 
all of 


whom constantly press the Ad- 
ministration to increase spend- 
ing. on domestic programs, vot- 
ed to radically decrease the fed- 
eral revenue for financing more 
domestic spending. Can inconsis- 
tency go much further'.'" 


Senator Fulbright ended his 


letter by saying that "it is time 
we did a lot more for our own 
people. . ." But after Fulbright 
i Co. have finished cutting down 
on federal revenues, what's left 
to do it with?

discovery of their bodies pend-

"Reports from residents In 


the area stated the Viet Cong 
put the U.S. prisoners on dis- 
play in several villages before 
executing them," said a state- 
ment from the U.S. Command. 
"They had boon captured after 
an action Aug. 13, I960, and lat- 
er shot to death by their Viet 
Cong captors." 


The spokesman said the two 


were not the first prisoners exe- 
cuted by the Viet Cong. He said 
there had been reports of oth-
